THE FIGHT CONTINUES. 
Governor's Ctox's declaration that he 
will call forth th*‘ military force* of 
the sta te , if necessary , to keep Cin­ 
cinnati saloons closed on Sunday will 


becom e an idle threat should it de­ 
velop that the opinions of certain con­ 
stitutional lawy ers regarding the new 
home rule amendment is correct The 
opinions are to the effect that the 
amendment itself repeals all saloon 
regulatory laws, including the Sunday 
closing law. 
If this contention be 
true, naturally no law longer exists 
prohibiting Sunday closing, and if no 
l*w exists, then neither the militia nor 
any other force can be called to exe­ 
cute it. 
The situation is at least interesting 
and in Rpite of the declaration of many 
persons throughout the state that the 
amendment does not aiwdlsh regula­ 
tory laws, it is likely that a construc­ 
tion by the courts will ha\e to lie pISc- 
ed on the whole controversy before it 
can be definitely settled 
There are some lawy ers who lioid 
that the effect of the new amendment 
will he to suspend the operation of the 
entire license law insofar as the new­ 
ly made wet territory shall be affect­ 
ed. 
Now the Indisputable effect of 
the amendment will be to throw at 
least 10 dry counties* into the w M 
column Just as soon as the amend­ 
ment becomes operative, which will 
be in 30 day s. 
Whether or not the 
license law shall be able to cover 
these counties is thus an interesting 
question. 
Should it be decided that 
the license law must restrict itself, 
under the home rule amendment, to 
countie« now wet, then saloons could 
be opened in the newly made wet 
territory without any licenses at all. 
/The fact that the state license coin 
mission itself has thus far refrained 
from taking any definite position un 
this question is at least Interesting 
But aside from the much disputed 
points Involved in the new amend­ 
ment, it should be noted that the ef­ 
fect generally of home rule is far 
more sweeping than many people » im­ 
pose. 
It Is estimated that at lca.« t 
2,000 saloeus automatically will he per 
mitted to come into existence, elthci 
w th or without licenses, ami this will 
increase the total number of saloons 
in the state to more than 7,000 or to 
a point very close to the number that 
existed before the license law became 
effective. 
That the saloon forces have a long 
tight on their hands is indicated b 
the surprising "dry ’ vote in some c 
the largest counties « Franklin, Sura 
mit, 
Mahoning, 
Stark, 
Columbiana 
Jefferson, etc - -where the "dry« " elth 
er won or were nosed out by a small 
majority . 
Indications are that 
th 
prohibitionists will have added sup 
port from the disgruntled « Democrat 
when they again try for tat. 
rohibi 
tion. probably a y ear hence. 
Demo 
crats feel that they were "betray ed 
in Hamilton county , and they propose 
retaliation. Already Way ne B. Wheel 
er, of the Anti-Saloon league, Is lay ing 
plans for another vote. 
He feels that 
the three months devoted to the cam 
paign this y ear was entirely too short 
to properly educate the voters on the 
prohibition question. 
But the greatest speculation at pro» 
ent is as to the possibilities of the 
home rule amendment. 
In the cam 
paign the "dry « " claimed that it would 
repeal the Sunday closing aud other 
regulatory laws, and the "wet« ’’ de­ 
nied it. 
Both sides produced eminent 
logal talent to back up their asser­ 
tions. 
Much interest, therefore, will 
be taken in the "show down.” 
If the 
"wets” indicate that they were at­ 
tempting to fool the voters, it will 
undoubtedly react against them in fu­ 
ture campaigns.

appear to some to have been set too 
low in the g rou nd to g ive it a hand­ 
some appearance. 
Relative to the actu al cost of the 
proposed chang e, it was stated that 
little additional ex pense, and perhau s 
none at all, will be incu rred .The fou n­ 
dation 
footing levels 
have already 
been prepared for concreting , bu t the 
only chang e here wou ld he to con­ 
stru ct an additional five feet of fou n­ 
dation wall, of comparatively cheap 
brickwork, while some ex pense womrt 
attach to the fact that, a short llig ht 
of steps wou ld be needed at the front 
entrance, where now bu t two are pro­ 
vided. 
These increases in cost wou ld, it ‘s 
affirmed, be larg ely or wholly offset 
the 
immense 
redu ction in the 
amou nt of ex cavation y et to be done 
It was stated that u nder the g y mnas­ 
iu m floor, according to the orig inal 
plans, a block of earth eig ht feet thic 
100 feet long and To feet wide is y et 
to be taken ou t, while the su g g ested 
revision of the plans wou ld cu t the 
depth here down to three feet, ant 
g reatly redu ce the amou nt of ex ca­ 
vation and leveling at other point 
Fnder the boiler room a considerable 
cu t bas been made, bu t this can hr 
filled with earth taken from other 
portions of the basement. 
Architect Uwslev was ex pected to 
reach this city late Friday afternoon 
with his estimates of relative costs, 
and the board of edu cation had ar­ 
rang ed to g o at once into special ses­ 
sion and reach some definite decision 
That the chang e will be made if seem 
ing ly warranted from a financial stand 
point seems assu red. 
If the decision 
is made soon it Is u nderstood that the 
work will be ex pedited raiher than re 
tarded by the revision of plans.
